Scores of applications have been al- 
ready made by groups of people who want 
to start “credit unions” in Alberta. A 
eredit union is a group of people who 
undertake to save money systematically, 
thereby creating a fund from which loans 
may be made to members.

Child - Stealing 

The day that the headless and wire- 
bound body of twelve-year-old Peter Le- 
vine was washed up on a Long Island 
beach, came news that five-year-old 
Jimmy Cash had been stolen from his crib 
in his home at Princeton, Florida. 

The father of the Levine*boy spent 


| weeks trying to contact his kidnappers in 
| order to pay them the ransom they de- 


manded, and failed. Apparently afraid 
to make an appointment or accept the 
money, they killed the boy. 

The father of the Cash boy drove out 
along a country road after night and 
threw overboard the $10,000 ransom 
money demanded by the kidnapper. But 
the child was not returned, and a ten-day 
search ended when his body was found 
hidden in underbrush.

There never was an age when child 
welfare was of so wide concern, nor is 
there a country in which so much atten- 
tion is given to the safety, health and 
happiness of children as in the United 
States. It is surely a terrible paradox that 
in such a country and in this age child- 
stealing should become so great a menace 
that the President asks Congress to enlist 
the power of the nation for its suppres-

Constipation is a very common symptom 
which in about eighty per cent of the cases is due 
chiefly to faulty Habits of living. It is capable 
of being corrected when these habits are 
changed. However, at the start, when the patient 
is attempting to encourage the formation of bet- 
ter habits, there is usually a period when special 
effort must be put forth to re-train the colon 
into eliminating regularly. 

During this period, there are several meas- 
ures available which may bring excellent results, 
both in the way of returning the colon to normal 
size and shape and in the way of helping it to 
discharge waste material regularly. 

In general there are two forms of constipa- 
tion: the atonic and the spastic. Some physicians 
do not approve of these classifications, however, 
they are often used because they are convenient. 
In the atonic form, the X-ray will show the colon 
to be flabby and relaxed, Certain parts of it may 
enlarge to form balloons or pouches, which 
change the normal shape, In this form the colon 
might be called “lazy” or “sluggish” and it is this 
laziness which produces the symptom of delay 
in regard to movement. 

In a case of this kind, the patient may be 
helped by certain types of office treatment, For 
example, the Sine wave over the abdomen may 
be of great value in exercising the flabby ab- 
dominal muscles, restoring them to a better tone 
and giving the patient an exercise which he could 
not voluntarily give himself. Such treatment is 
often of value in stimulating the colon toward 
normal activity. 

Manipulative treatment over the abdomen is 
often of value also, when given by a physician 
who is skilled in this kind of work. 

The patient with atonic constipation will 
generally be found to have relaxed abdominal 
muscles and he may benefit from special in- 
structions regarding some exercises which may 
be used in bringing about the desirable effect 
of strengthening the important abdominal mus- 
cles, The diet to be used is likewise important, 
and a good basic diet in these cases is one which 
provides plenty of bulk in the way of cooked and 
raw non-starchy vegetables. At the start, the 
patient may receive considerable benefit from 
using nothing but whole, raw fruits for several 
days, taking the fresh fruit in any quantity de- 
sired for about five days. This type of whole 
fruit fast is of course most easily taken during 
the summer. During any one given day, only 
one kind of fruit should be taken, but on the fol- 
lowing day a different kind may be used when 
the pati wishes a change. Such fruits as 
cherries, peaches, apricots, pears, grapes, and so 
on may be used. 

Usually when on the whole fruit fast the 
patient will not need to take any enemas, but if 
the bowels do not move, then one enema daily 
is to be used. 

After the fast, the patient should take the 
cooked non-starchy vegetables in abundance, 
using them with the breakfast meal and also with 
the other meals. In case the vegetables do not 
enough bulk or roughage, it may be ad- 
le for a time to give the patient some kind 

easer. Agar-agar, psyllium seed, and 
other products are frequently recommended. 
There are several substances which may be used, 
and considerable judgment is needed in selecting 
the one which will do the most good, as the sub- 
ch is satisfactory in one case may fail 
By the p ician studying the case 
ht one is usually found 
will continue the discus- 
sion of atments for Constipation.
